Servicemen and Point Residents 
_ Bring Their Problems fo Padre 


Darkly tanned sailors, their 
nerves still ragged after battling 
Jap Zeros in Pacific waters; cour- 
ageous and devoted mothers who 
have made new homes for hus- 
bands and children in a city feed- 
ing the front lines; strong limbed 
men and boys who traveled thous- 
ands of miles to hoist and pound 
and hammer the iron that will 
crush America’s enemies— 

It is among these people, the 
people of Navy» Road, of Double 
Rock, West Point Road, and South 
Ridge, that the padre of Hunter’s 
Point moves. 


He moves and mingles among 
the Point residents much as the 
first Spanish padres did when they 
climbed the same hills, then bar- 
ren, to reach isolated homes and 
bring those first pioneers friend- 
ship, counsel and aid. 

For the new pioneers of the 
Point, Father B. J. McCarthy was 
chosen last year as their first 
pastor of Our Lady of Lourdes 
Church near the crest of the hill 
at 1045 Donahue Street. ’ 

When this, his first parish, was 
given the youthful looking padre. 
his congregation was small. Still 
residing at All Hallows Church 
outside the projects, he made daily 
visits to the Point, saying mass 
in the early morning, visiting resi- 
dents throughout the day. 

On Sundays, only a small hand- 
ful of people arrived at the small 
white adobe building to attend 
services. Gradually, as the Naval 
Drydocks expanded and the large 
buff colored buildings were piled 
high upon the surrounding hills to 
house new residents, the congre- 
gation grew and soon every pew 
became filled for Sunday mass. 

When this happened, it became 
necessary for the padre to spend 
all his time at the Point, and in 
June of this year, he started to 
live at parish house on Donahue 
street near Innes. ; 

Since then, this cheerful, black- 
haired priest has become a confi- 
dant to hundreds of sailors and 
officers back from the war fronts; 
a smiling companion to young- 
sters, a counselor and friend ready 
to visit all Hunter’s Point homes 
at any hour of the day or night. 

He has come to know them all, 
these new San Franciscans, come 
to make their problems, large*and 
small, his problems. Daily men, 
women and children drop into the 
hillside church, enter the quiet 
sanctuary to kneel before the al- 
tar dedicated to the Miracle of 
Lourdes, longer perhaps in the 
terraced garden of olive trees at 
the Grotto of Bernadette, or visit 
perhaps with the padre .in his 
study. 5 

Now that he is always with his 
parishoners, Father McCarthy is 
planning to make the Church not 
only a center for devotional serv- 
ices, but also for social activities. 
“With the start of school, there 
will be weekly Christian Doctrine 
classes for young children on 
Thursday afternoons, and another 
elass in Christian Apologetics for 
high school-age boys and girls. 

For adults there will be the 
Holy Names Society and Immacu- 
late Conception sodality. Cath- 
olic women of the Point will also 
meet there as an altar society to 
aid in the decoration of the 
chapel.

Blank applications* may be had 
at this address or’ at gasoline 
service stations. September —21, 
when the present “A” books ex- 
pire, will soon be here, and in 
order to get the new book by 
that time, persons should file their 
applications at once 

George Moncharsh, district di- 
rector of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, stated that’ ration- 
ing by mail will speed up the 
issuance of the new “A” books 
for motorists, but at the same 
time warned the public that cer- 
tain simple rules must be observ- 
ed in sending in applications. 

The rules he outlined include: 

1—You must send in the back 
of your present “A” book. The back 
of the “A” book bears the words 
“certification of bookholder.” 

2.—The document and the appli- 
cation should be mailed immediate- 
ly so the local rationing boards can 
start issuing renewal “A” books at 
once. : 

3-—Application blanks should be 
obtained immediately either from 
your service station operator or at 
your local OPA board.
